I'-T.  Chairman,  My  Lord,  Miss  Master  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honoui-  of  px'esenting  for  your  consideration 
my  Annual  Repoi't  on  the  hea.lth  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  your 
District  for  the  year  1959. 

It  -v^ill  be  recalled  that  during  I'iay,  1959  there  v;as  an 
outbreak  of  Food  Poisoning  among  patients  and  staff  at  the  Naburn 
Mental  Hospital.  Bacteriological  investigation  of  all  the  staff 
and  patients  vras  carried  out  b^^  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Hull. 
As  a result  it  uas  found  that  78  patients  and  staff  had  been 
infected  ouc  of  a total  of  58?.  The  cause  of  this  outbreak  remains 
unknovm.  Food  supplies  to  the  hospital  'fmve  eliminated  as  these 
v:ere  common  to  the  adjoining  General  and  Maternity  Hospitals. 
Investigation  of  the  staff  shovred  that  one  of  the  kitchen  stafT  and 
one  of  the  restaurant  staff  was  infected  and  one  of  these  is  a 
possible  source  of  the  infection. 

There  were  no  other  occurrences  during  the  year 
to  which  it  is  necessary  to  draw  attention. 

I should  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking 
members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  for  their  support  during  the 
year,  and  the  staff  of  the  Health  and  other  Departments  for  their 
co-operation  and  assistance.

imUAL  REPORT  OP  THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR 


Water  Supply 

The  supplies  uf  •'rater  for  distribution  throughout  the 
Co'uncil’s  area  continued  to  he  obtained  from  the  York  Waterworks  Co, 
and  the  Selby  U.1),.G,;  and  the  total  consumption  ■’was  155  million 
gallons,  being  ^6  and  99  millions  respectively.  The  figures  for  the 
previous  year  -were  I5O  total,  made  up  by  52  York  and  98  Selby. 

The  private  supply  at  Escrick  Park  continued  to  serve  4-0 
properties  in  the  Village  of  Escrick,  but  a scheme  is  under 
preparation  and  likely  to  be  carried  out  in  I960,  -which  ■will  provide 
mains  ■water  throughout  the  area  of  this  private  supply, 

Irapro\-ements  in  the  pressure  of  the  southern  area  have 
been  affected  by  the  laying  of  a 6”  main  fz\?m  Selby  U.D„C,  mains  and 
connecting  into  the  existing  R.D. C.  mains  at  Osgodby.  This  new  main 
feeds  the  Village  of  Osgodby  and  beyond,  leaving  the  original  main 
sem^ing  Earlby,  Riccall,  and  Kelfield.  The  new  main  is  the  first 
phase  of  the  Improvement  Scheme,  .the  final  phase  being  the  erection 
of  a 100,000  gallons  capacity  Bal.ancing  Tower.  Work  on  this  is 
likely  to  be  completed  by  late  I960. 

During  the  year,  53  new  supplies  have  been  connected, 
being  25  domestic  and  28  metered. 


Sevra.ge  Disposal. 

The  Co’uncil's  f irst  pos'-'e-v/ar  Sewerage  Scheme,  for  Pulford 
and  Heslington,  is  in  the  course  of  construction  and  progress  appears 
to  be  most  satisfactory.  Certain  sections  should  be  available  for 
use  d’urf-ng  the  Summer  of  I96O,  and  the  wnole  scheme  completed  by  the 
end  of  the  year. 

Schemes  for  Dunnington,  Elvington,  Escrick,  and  Hemingbrough, 
are  in  the  course  of  preparation  and  negotiation  and  -v^ork  at  Dunniigton 
shc'old  ccmmence  during  the  Summer  of  I96O.  The  remaining  three  schemes 
are  likely  tc  follow  on  •'with  little  delay,  which  v;-ill  mean  the  District 
Council  has  proraded  or  is  providing  water  borne  sanitation  for  the 
Parishes  which  consti'cute  approximately  two  thirds  of  the  District 
populaticn.  Of  the  remaining  -Parishes,  Cliffe,  Raburn,  Riccall  and 
Wheldrake,  qualify  on  a population  basis  for  early  schemes,  as  they 
contain  over  hadf  the  population  remaining  after  the  four  schemes 
me-ntioned  above  are  completed. 


The  halance  of  the  District,  being  the  Parishes  of  Deighton, 
Kelfield,  Kexhy,  North  Duf field,  Skipwith,  Stillingfleet,  and 
Thorganby,  contains  less  than  2,000  population  and  it  must  be  appreciated 
that  location  and  pattern  of  these  Parishes  is  such  that  the  Village 
Schemes  7n.ll  be  comparatively  expensive  per  head  of  population  concerned. 
Nevertheless,  the  ideal  is  for  all  Villages  and  Hamlets  to  be  provided 
■with  sewerage  facilities,  and  the  Council  Y/ill  no  doubt  decide  on  a 
total  programme  with  a sequence  of  pi’iorities  based  on  the  various  factors 
and  circiomstances. 


Refuse  Collection. 

The  Council  have  placed  on  order  a second  S,  & D.  Freighter 
which  will  replace  the  existing  Fordson  side-loader.  The  two  S.  & ’s 
should  fulfill  all  present  needs,  despite  the  steady  increase  in 
bulk  of  refuse. 

The  existing  tipping  arrangements  are  coping  with  the 
present  collections,  and  although  the  site  at  Kexby  has  proved  to  be 
unobtainable  for  general  purposes,  alternative  sites  are  being 
investigated. 


Housing. 

The  Couicil  continues  to  make  grants  (nov;  knov/n  as 
Discretionary  Grants)  to^//ards  the  general  improvemenb  of  houses,  and 
is  also  receiving  a steady  flow  of  applications  for  Standard  Grants 
under  House  Purchase  and  Housing  Act,  1959.  There  is  a fall  in  the 
number  of  applications  for  Discretionaxy  Grants  which  can  be  attri- 
buted to  the  more  simple  procedure  of  Standard  Grants,  and  the  feet 
that  on  the  smaller  vrorlcs  of  improvement  the  amount  of  grant  is  ve.ty 
similar  under  each  t ^y'pe  of  application. 

The  Discretionary  Grants  made  during  the  year  were  in  respect 
of  13  tenanted  and  14  wmer/occupied  properties,  to  a total  of  £5>713. 
(The  previous  payments  since  the  scheme  was  first  operated  in  1954,  total 
£22,739). 

Standard  Grants  were  only  available  during  the  latter  merths 
of  the  year,  and  of  3I  appliccxtions  received,  20  properties  were 
tenanted  and  11  owne2r;-'^occupied.  Only  two  schemes  were  completed  with 
a total  grant  of  DlOb, 


General  Housinc:  Conditions, 

I I.  I 7.  ■ . I iQi.i  ■■■  ■ — — 

During  the  yea.r  2 Demolition  and  one  Closing  Orders  have 
heen  ma.de,  the  occupiers  having  been  housed  in  Council  properties. 
Various  other  properties  a.re  the  subject  to  preliminary  action,  v;ith 
Orders  likely  to  be  unopposed.  The  improvement  works  mentioned 
above  have  in  several  cases  restored  properties  which  vrere 
potentially  unfit  if  they  had  Deen  allo’A'ed  to  deteriorate. 


Food  Premises. 

No  major  change  occurred  in  the  food  premises  throughout 
the  area.  During  1-7  inspections  to  premises  v/here  food  is 
prepared  and  handled,  general  conditions  were  found  to  be  of  a 
satisfactory^"  standard. 


Meat  Inspection. 

Slaughtering  v^-as  regularly  carried  out  at  the  six 
licenced  slaughterhouses,  situated  two  at  Dunnington,  and  one  in 
Cliffe,  Slvington,  Fscrick  and  Ttilford,  lOC^  inspection  is 
carried  out  of  all  animals  slaughtered,  and  during  345  visits, 
a total  of  1-19  bo\n.nes,  790  sheep  and  294  pigs  were  examined. 

The  incidence  of  tuberculosis  in  carcases  showed  an 
appreciable  reduction,  and  although  the  amount  of  unsound  meax 
condemned  rose  to  a total  of  111  stones,  this  was  principally 
composed  of  the  casua-lty  carcases  of  one  cow  and  one  pig.
